CORONER'S INQUEST. 
SUPPOSED MURDER. 

Our citizens were, yesterday afternoon, 
startled with the rumor of a munder having 
been committed in Lower Town, But on pro- 
ceeding to the place, we discovered thet the 
story was altogether exaggerated, and that it 
originated from the sudden death of a woman 
‘named Saraly Morrissey wife of Michael Morris- 
‘ey, labouret, living in Ottawa street, the 
husband was arrested by Constable Morrison, 
‘on suspicion of having caused her death, In 
the afternoon Dr. Riel held an inytest om the 
body, in the house of Baptists Boivin, ‘The 
Jury having beet! sworn, procecded to view the 
body. Dr. Beaubien having made the poxt- 
mortem examination deposed ax follows —I 
have carefully examined the boly of the de- 
Heceased. Found no external marks of vio- 
Jence., Found a sore about an inch and a-half 
In length on the knee, ‘The wound was slight, 
‘nnd likely, caused by a fall, ‘Tho back was-a 
Hittle darker than usual, but-this appearance 
Jras caused by stagnated blood, I remarked 
that her face was very much swollen, owing 
to her way of living, and, also, mode of death, 
‘Tamm of opinion that sho,died of apoplexy, 
Drought on by excessive use ,of intoxicating 
Liquors. It is also my opinidh that death was 
‘hastened by want of food, ‘This was all the 
‘evidence taken, The other witnesses being 80 
intoxicated as to have to be sent to gaol, The 
inquest was adjourned till this afternoon, 











THE GAME LAWS. 


At this season of the year it becomes neces 
for thove to whom is entrusted the admin- 
‘of the laws, to observe the most 
teome vigilance In the endeavour to present 
Infringement upon the provisions of the 
fame act, and to punish thore who knowingly 
ahd culpably trangress against its enactments, 
‘The fame law of Upper Canada provides 
that, no Moose, Elk, Cariboo or Dect, shall be 
hunted or killed between the first day of Jan- 
wary and the first day of September inany year, | 
‘and imposes certain penalties upon pervons 
guilty of its infracture. It further provides, 
that after fourteen days following the first day 
of January, noone shall have the flesh or 
‘skins of these animals in his possession with- 
out valid reason, such as the fact ofthe animals 
being killed during the lawful senson. ‘The 
penaltios in both cases are the laws 

Notwithstanding these strong prohibitions, 
itinto be regretted, that, at this season of the 
year, when the recent thaws have occasioned 
the formation of a crust on the snow, sufficient- 
ly strong to bear dogs, many Dece are illegally 
slaughtered throughout the country, without 
due punishment being promptly and sumtnarily 
awarded to the offenders. ‘This disgraceful 
conduct is more to be depricated from the 
fact, that it may be presumed Does generally 
‘of two years old and upwards are with young ; 
‘and every one of them now killed “is the cer- 
tain destruction of three Dect. No eportaman 
can be guilty of the outmgeous act of hunt 
ing or killing Dect during the close scason ; 
and ifshould be the duty of all .sportemen in 
the country to endeavor to have the law put 
strigently in force against those who are guilty, 
‘of such a flagrant breach of the law. 

It isto be hoped that magistrates and peace 
officers throughout the Counties and Town 
ships will exert themsclves to the utniost in 
putting astop to this growing evil. Scarcely a 
‘single individual of this class of offenders is 
ignorant of the law on the matter ;and when 
roof can, be found against wnch, no mercy 
should be shown them in the enforgement of 
statute, . 

Another evil not so cary to reach. exists in 
the abominable practice of Indians “killing 
large numbers of Moose in many cases, merely 
for their skins, ‘The strong aimof the law 
should put this evil down without delay befure 
our distant forests are entirely cleared of this 
‘most noble animal indigenous to our country. 
I ia well enough, and proper that the descend- 
fants of the ancieut owners of the soil 
should be allowed privileges, in thin par- 
ticwar denied to the | white. man; 


‘und improvident, against even his own inter. 
ests, to destroy lange numbers of such noble 
animals solely for the value of their skine, the 
Jaw should surely step in and prevent him. A 
party of Indians, on the Gatinean River, have 
‘been known to kill, in afew’ days, thirty-five 
(of forty Moose, the greater part of the flesh of 
‘which they allowed to remain ax food for wild 
animals A public grievance of such magni- 
tude ax this should at once, and efficiently, be 
remedied. How is this to be done? Money 
will do it; and large sums are yearly spent by 
Government and by Municipalities for leas 
worthy and less laudable purposct. 
Government pays six dollars each for the 
destruction of wolves, This is a good and 
| wise enactment, and has dono much towards 
the extirpation of those voracious animals, It 
is « protection tosheep, and ina measure, also 
todeer. Would it not be a wise and creditable 
provision in the proposed amendments to the 
Game Act of Uppper Canaaa, at the next scs-

JONTREAL 


Moxrunat, March sth, 1866. 

‘The Adjutant-General arrived at half-past 
‘one o'clock this morning, and immediately pro- 
conded to the Brigade Odlce, where his assis 
tants were in attendance, And worked til near 
daylight. A very Inrge’ amount of business 
‘was transacted to-day, the result of which will 
be announced in = General Order, which is 
Rourly expected to inwe. The number of 
telegrams feceived and despatched to all parts 
of the Province was enormous. 

‘A. Brigade Order was issued this morning 
calling on all the voluuteers in the city ta turn 
‘out for inspection this, evening. Guards were 
placed on the banks apd armwories last nigh

persons in town yesterday, but to-day they 
seem to have disappeared. They were Fenians 
acconting to some, ‘and cattle drovers 
fand buyers acconting to others.

Tk would not Le more a matter of regret 
that the occasion has arisen to make it weced- 
sary to send an armed force to the fronti¢r for 
thé protection ofthe lives and honors of the 
‘Canadian people, than one of ¢ntire approba- 
‘peomnptitude and energy which the 
government has displayed upon this difficult 
tand trying emergency. That the Fenians are 
capable of any combined military movement’ 
by which they could make even a temporary 
hedgment in Canada, we have not the slightest 
apprehension. But a combination of knmaver, 
Gola and madmen, are always dangerous, from 
the folly which pervades their counsels and the 
recklessness of their undertahings. Iti quite 
possible that a Fenian raid upon any of the bor- 
der towns of thd Province could hardly fail 
tobe attended ith the most lamentable con-

‘The 
two Rifle Companies, Numbers One and Three 
fand the "Pield Battery, mustered in good 
strength, in uniform, and with all the neces- 
‘tary armeand accoutrements, ‘The corps were 
ordered to hold themselves in readinessall 
day, for active service, if called upon, and the 
‘command was most cheerfully obeyed. Oft- 
core and men turned out with an alactity and 
centhusiaam worthy of their discipline and pate 
rioticm, aud comported themselves through- 
out the day ina manner that would do credit 
to veterans, 

‘A good deal of excitement prevailed during 
the day, particularly in the forenoon, and the 
defence of the country from Fenian marauders, 
‘was the universal theme of conversation.

A FENIAN INVASION OF CANADA. 


In onder to enable our readers to understand 
the present military condition of Canada, ax

| When Congress on the 19th of June, in that 


year, suddenly pessed an act declaring war 
Against Great Britain, the Democratic Party 
‘tho were then in the ascendant in the United 
: fidcntly anticipated the casy and 
rapid conquest of Canada—Every apparent 
reason would seem just then to justify. t 
ici A vast disparity existed between 
the population of the United States and that 
sequently to the war of Tndo= 
fetulemee te population of dhe Coitel Stag 
had prodigionsly increas, and in 1812 
already 8,000,000, white th 
ion of Lower Canaa did not exceed 220, 
and that of Upper Canada was tesa than 
80,000 souls. In. point of population, a= 
cordingly, the United States preponderated 
in the proportion of about 27 to 1, a terrible 
‘ids to start with. But this was not the only 
disadvantage under which Canadiags labored in 
1812, They were almost wholly unprepared 
fur a contest with their formidable neighbors. 
When the war commeneed there wer only 
5,800 troops ot all arma in the country, to 
protect its vast fronticr, and which the-Ameti- 
can forces coud leisurely attack at any point 
they pleased. But, grest as the disparity ws 
re t of numbers, and in warlike resources, 
hat one time an army of fully 
60,000 United States troops assailed Canada at

munication. Here appears to have been the 
stumbling Ulock of the North-Western Trans 
portation Compani—the funds were wanting, 
‘ead the projectors were either unwilling or
